The average attendance for the 
school year 1909-1910, ending in June, 
was the lowest it has been for a 
period of ten years or more, not- 
withstanding the fact that consider- 
able effort was made to keep it up 
at least to a normal average. Much 
of the poor attendance was due to 
sickness, but quite a large part was 
due to absences without excuse. 


‘Nearly 4000 unexcused absences were 


reported bg the year. The fol- 
lowing table shows the rank of the 
various schools in attendance. 

Very special effort will be made to 
improve the record for the present 
school year, and the co-operation of 
parents is earnestly rdquested. A 
very good beginning in attendance 
has been made, the average per cent 
of attendance for the first school 
month being 95.8. The number of 
tardinesses was 2090, altogether too 
many. Absence is sometimes un- 
avoidable, but tardiness might be al- 
most entirely eliminated, Unpunc-

tuality is not tolerated in business 
and it ought not to be allowed in 
school, It is, however, extremely dif- 
ficult to persuade all pupils to be 
punctual, It is for this reason that 
I wish to ask the special assistance 
of parents in securing a better rec- 
ord 
An incentive to good attendance 
and punctuality will go into effect 
during the third school month, be- 
ginning November 7th. Every pupil 
who has been perfect in both attend- 
ance and punctuality (and with no 
dismissals) for the entire school 
month will be excused one hour 
earlier from the last session of the 
month, If an entire school should 
have a perfect record, the pupils will 
be given the last session for a half 
holiday. This plan has been ‘tried 
successfully. The time lost is much 
more than offset by the time saved 
in better attendance and punctuality.

VICTORIES OF 
DEMOCRACY 


Feature of Tuesday's Elections 
ln Many St States. 


DIX WINS IN NEW \3K STATE 


Democratic Governors Elected in 
Massachusetts, Connecticut and 
New Jersey—-Harmon Re-elected In 
Ohio and Big Gains Made by His 
Party—Summary of Results In Oth- 
er States Where Contests Were Hot 


The tide of Democratic victory and 
revolt against the “New Nationalism,” 
as represented by the Roosevelt poli- 
cies, which has swept over the coun- 
try swung New York, Massachusetts, 
New Jersey and Connecticut into the 
Democratic column by unmistakable 
majorities. 

In the state of New York John A. 
Dix’s plurality is estimated by ex- 
perts at 66,000, with a-number. of dis- 
tricts in the interior sections of the 
state yet to be heard from. 

A joint vote of senate and assembly 
in the next legislature will give the 
Democrats a majority of thirty-nine, 
of which fifteen are in the senate and 
twenty-four in the assembly. This 
also assures the election of a Demo- 
crat to succeed Chauncey M. Depew 
as United States senator. 

A Democratic avalanche flung Bu- 
gene N. Foss, Democrat, into the 
governor’s chair in Massachusetts in 
place of Governor Draper, Republican; 
gives the Democrats a gain of two or 
three representatives in congress and 
about twenty-five seats in the legis- 
lature. Although Senator Lodge ap- 
pears to have a majority of votes 
on a joint ballot, the result is so close 
and the feeling against him so strong 
that his seat is in hazard. The state 
ticket below the governor is Republi- 
can. Indications are that the Demo- 
crats will have six out of fourteen 
representatives in congress. 

Judge Simeon BH. Baldwin, de- 
nounced by Mr. Roosevelt, who re- 
fused to make a retraction when the 
falsity of his accusation was pointed 
out to him, is elected governor of 
Connecticut by 8600 plurality. Two 
Republican representatives to congress 
are returned. 

Returns from New Hampshire for 
governor give Ropert P. Bass, Repub- 
Mean, 44,405; Clarence BH. Carr, 
Democrat, 37,8838;. Bass' plurality 
7022. Currier and \Sulloway, both 
Republicans, have been returned to 
congress, the former by a plurality of 
6000 and the latter by a plurality of 
somewhat less than 1000. 

Blected a year ago by the largest 
plurality ever accorded a candidate 
for governor in Rhode Island, Gov- 
ernor Pothier, Republican, was re- 


elected for a third term by one of the’ 


smallest votes ever known in the his- 
tory of gubernatorial contests in the 
state. 

New Jersey, besides giving Wood- 
row Wilson a plurality of perhaps 
85,000, has added three Democrats to 
its representation In congress, and 
choose a Democratic legislature to 
elect a Democratic successor to Sena- 
tor Kean, Republican. 

Judson Harmon, Democrat, has 
been re-elected in Ohio by a plurality 
of about 60,000 and the effect of 
the axe upon the Republican repre- 
sentatives in congress is shown by the 
probable election of twelve or thir- 
teen Democrats to eight or nine Re- 
publicans. The Republican state 
ticket below the governor appears to 
have been elected. 

A Democratic landslide swept over 
Cook county, Illinois, in which Chi- 
cago is located, giving the Democrats 
five out of a total of seven representa- 
tives in congress from that county by 
heavy majorities. The Republican 
state ticket is elected by greatly re- 
duced pluralities and Speaker Cannon 
is re-elected by about 6000 plurality. 

The Republicans are victorious in 
Pennsylvania, but with greatly re- 
duced pluralities; the insurgent Re- 
publicans have carried Kansas, Rhode 
Island is Republican by a narrow mar- 
gin, Minnesota, California and Michi- 
gan clung to the Republican faith, and 
ft is shown. that Tennessee has 
gone for Republican fusion, while 
Missouri is strongly Democratic and 
North Carolina gives the Democracy 
42,000 plurality. 

The next general assembly of In- 
diana will be Democratic on joint bal- 
lot by a good working majority. This 
insures a Democrat to sueceed Senator 
Beveridge. 

Chester H. Aldrich, Republican, 
was elected governor of Nebraska over 
James Dahlman, Democrat.

Chicago, Nov. 8.—A strike vote 
will be taken among engineers of 
sixty-one railroads, west, south and 
north of Chicago, including the Ili- 
nois Central, following the termina- 
tion of the negotiations between the 
roads and grand officers of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers. Dif- 
ference in wage increases of approxt- 
mately 7 percent and alteration of 
working conditions stood between the 
negotiators. 

Grand Chief. Stone of the Brother- 
hood, who has been leading the rail- 
road men in their demands, said he 
believed the strike vote would be 
unanimously in favor of suspension 
of work and that the enginemen would 
have expressed their desire by Dec. 


10, 

thereafter, he said, a 
last opportunity would be given the 
railroads to meet the workers and if 
they ignored that opportunity, within 
five hours every engine west of Chi- 
cago, on all branches of service, 
would be stilled, the fires drawn and 
out of the thousands of cabs would 
step every driver on duty. 

The general working conditions of 
which engine drivers complain in- 
clude, among other things, the fol- 
lowing: Drivers of the Mallett com- 
pound engines, which do practically 
the work of two engines, and entail 
g correspondingly greater responsi- 
bility and capability, receive the same 
wages as other drivers of high power 
engines of much lesser capacity. En- 
gineers wish to be relieved of the toil 
of preparing their engines for travel 
and of caring for them after runs. 

The magnitude of the wage ques- 
tion is evidenced by a statement by 
the employes that the 7 percent wage 
difference now standing between the 
drivers and the railroads means ap- 
proximately $2,800,000 a year. The 
cost of alterations of the working con- 
ditions, minor considerations in the 
conference, would not be less than 
$500,000, it is asserted. 


AIR DIVE OF 3000 FEET 


Aviator Hoxsey Stunned, While His 
Aeroplane Is Wrecked _ 
Baltimore, Nov. 10.—Twenty thou- 
sand persons rose to their feet and 
held their breath when Arch Hoxsey 
seemed about to be dashed to death as 
he made a sensational dive of 3000 feet

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The Political Situation 


In one of the most striking over- 
turns since the Republican party has 
been in power in Massachusetts, 
Governor Draper has been defeated 
for a third term as the state’s Chief 
Executive, From a knowledge of 
the characteristics that have made 
him a model official, the writer de- 
sires to express the deepest regret 
over his defeat. The loss is to the 
Commonwealth and _ her citizens. 
What has been secured in the nature 
of public service to take his place is 
yet to be determined, but Governor 
Draper will leave the executive chair 
stronger before the people than he 
ever has been, and history will still 
further add to the lustre that will 
surround his name as a tried and 
faithful public servant. 

Democratic governors have been 
elected before in Massachusetts, but 
never, with such an election, has 
there come so striking a change in 
party strength in the Legislature as 
in the present overturn, From an 
average strength for many years of 
about seventy members of the House, 
the Democratic party goes to a mem- 
bership of 112. From an average 
of 7 to 10 in the Senate, the Demo- 
cratic strength there increases to 15, 
giving the minority party on a joint 
ballot a very strong representation, 
and giving to,them in the conduct of 
affairs in the separate branches a re- 
sponsibility for legislation that it will 
pe impossible for them to shirk, 

When the Legislature takes up its 
work on the first of January, it has 
many important matters and many 
serious problems ahead of it, made 
more important and more serious 
because of the narrow margin be- 
tween the two parties. It has much 
to do beside the election of a United 
States senator, and it will be a mat- 
ter of sincere regret on the part of 
all Republicans, if those who are 
elected at the present time allow 
themselves to become so much in- 
volved in the election of a United 
States senator as to interfere with 
other important duties. Of course it 
is not going to be possible to ignore 
the issue of a United States senator 
even if one wished to, but why not 
be fair in discussing it? 

The same forces in newspaper ac- 
tivity that have succeeded in manu- 
facturing so successfully a_ bitter 
and serious opposition to Senator 
Lodge all through the present cam- 
paign, will now be found crying loud- 
ly for his retirament as nited 
States senator. We are of the opin- 
ion that an interrogation of nine- 
tenths of the voters who denounce 
“Lodgeism” would result in no sat- 


isfactory reason for their attitude, 
| The other tenth made up of the men 


who haye suffered from his power 
and influence in Republican politics, 
would be found to have selfish rea- 
sons in practically every instance. 


Senator Lodge has at the present 
time the approval of practically every 
Republican who. has been elected a 
member of the Senate and House. 
If it is true that he has been 
the issue, as the yellow press would 
lead us to believe, during the entire 
campaign just closed, then these men 
have been elected just as squarely 
upon a platform in favor of Lodge, 
as some others have been defeated 
upon such a platform, and as they 
represent a majority of the constitu- 
encies they properly represent a ma- 
jority of the feeling in the Common- 
wealth. Let no man_ believe that 
Senator Lodge is without friends or 
without loyal support from a. great 
mass of the rank and file of the Re- 
publican voters of the state. If he 
has intense enemies, he has just as 
intense friends, and most of them 
are friends who believe in his con- 
tinuance in power because of the 
eminent qualities he. possesses that 
give him a right to the high place he 
holds in party councils of the state 
and nation. They are even more 
strongly his friends in the present 
crisis, because the need is now more 
urgent than ever for the continuance 
in public life of tried and proven 
statesmen. 

We are of the opinion that 
the Massachusetts people when they 
review the last few weeks of 
campaigning, and consider the im- 
portant work that is ahead of the 
national Senate under Republican 
control, will find an element of un- 
fairness in the present attitude to- 
ward the senior senator, that will 
lead them to not only repudiate the 
past campaign against him, but to 
align themselves strongly in favor of 
his continuation in office. We do 
not hesitate to insist that the last 
election has proven that control by 
certain factors in Republican politics 
in Massachusetts must cease, but not 
for a moment does it prove that 
there is not a necessity in the pres- 
ent time for leadership such as Sen- 
ator Lodge stands for. 

There is a tremendous responsibil- 
ity upon the Republican party in the 
present year.

A Premature Announcement 

The announcement by Hon. Joseph 
Walker that he is a candidate for 
governor next year would seem to 
many to have been better left un- 
uttered until the definite work that 
is immediately ahead of him was a 
little nearer a settlement.

Andover Cabis in Order 


The Benjamin H. Punchard will 
case, which has been pending for so 
long a time has been brought up at 
the session of the supreme judicial 
court now being held in Salem. 


The whole issue is the construc- 
tion of the will of Benjamin H. 
Punchard of Andover, made in 1849. 
Mr. Punchard died in 1850, and in his 
will left the sum of $7000 to his 
daughter, Ellen Punchard, the income 
to be used for her support and edu- 
cation until she was:2%%unless mar- 
ried before that time; at the age of 
21 she was to receive the income of 
the bequest until her marriage, If 
she died before she was 21 or with- 
out being married, then the bequest 
was to be left for the establishment 
of an asylum for orphan and indigent 
children in Andover.’ Miss Punchard 
became insane and George B. Jewett 
was appointed trustee of the fund 
and was succeeded by Amasa Clark 
in 1885, who died in 1907, and Fran- 
ces Clark, executrix of his will, be- 
came trustee of the Ellen Punchard 
fund. In the meantime Miss Punch- 
ard died in 1892, and Mrs. Clark, in 
a bill of complaint, stated that the 
money was offered to the town at 
this time’ and refused, Ellen having 
died without marrying. All the other 
parties interested deny that the town 
refused the bequest. 

By the will of Benjamin Punchard 
the residue of his estate up to $50,- 
000 was to go to the town of And 
ver to establish a free school, If 
there would still be anything left af- 
ter this residuary bequest was sup- 
plied, it was to be divided into equal 
parts between the Foreign Board of 
Missions of the Episcopal church and 
the Domestic Board of the same, the 
American Bible society, the American 
Sunday School Union, and the Sea- 
men’s Friend society. 

If for any reason the town of An- 
dover does not get the Ellen Punch- 
ard fund with “its accumulated inter- 
est, then the residue of the estate ex- 
ceeds the $50,000 provided for the 
free school, there will be a supple- 
mentary residue which will be divid- 
ed among these five societies named. 
Hence all are represented in the 
question at issue, as well as the town 
The latter, and Harry 
M. Eames, trustee under the Punch- 
ard will, deny that the legacy was 
ever refused by the town. 

Ellen and her “sister,” Sarah Eliza- 
beth Punchard, were adopted chil- 
dren of Mr. Punchard, but some of 
the interested parties claim that 
neither was legally adopted, and 
therefore not entitled to bequests. 
So varied were the law’ points in- 
volved that the case was sent by Jus- 
tice Morton to the full bench.

HEAVY VOTE ELECTS EAMES BY 182, 


Largest Vote Ever Cast in Local Election.—Striking Swing 
Toward Democracy 


Beginning with a rush at six 
o’clock when the polls opened, voters 
poured into the election quarters of 
Andover all day long, casting a rec- 
ord vote, both in point of numbers 
and in its varied political complexion. 
Four hundred votes had been cast 
by eight o’clock, and over 900 were 
in the box at the close of the noon 
voting in Precinct One. The vote in

A little excitement at the balloting

In the interests of 
peace, Chairman Mahoney of the 
town committee finally yielded his 
rights and three tables of checkers 
were in evidence there.

Warden Allen and his associates 
proceeded to count the votes as usual, 
notwithstanding the recent agitation 
against this practice, but no definite 
information was even suggested all 
day long as to the result. Ss a mat~ 
ter of Tact it is pretty doubtful if 
there has been any definite knowl- 
edge of the result in any election, 
given out in Andover, but this year 
if anything showed more care in 
even suggesting possible conditions 
through the voting than in years pre- 
vious.

“Grape Culture” Discussed 


In its crop report for October, the 
final issue of the season, the State 
Board of Agriculture includes an 
article on “Grape Culture,” by Mr. 
Edward Farrar, of Lincoln, Mass. 
This bulletin can be obtained on ap- 
plication to J. Lewis Ellsworth, Sec. 
State Board of Agriculture, and those 
wishing it can have their names 
placed on the mailing list, to receive 
copies of the reports when the work 
is resumed in IgIt. 

In this article Mr. Farrar says: 
“For the commercial growing of 
grapes two things are essential,— 
aptitude for the work, and a favor- 
able location, where the late spring 
or early fall frosts are not likely to 
destroy the crop. If either of these 
is lacking one will do well to give 
his attention to some other crop. 
Cold air settles on the lower levels 
something as water does, this being 
referred to as frost drainage,so that 
an elevated hill slope is needed for 
graves, preferably with a south or 
southeast exposure. If there is a 
body of water at the foot of the hill 
so much the better, as the air moving 
down over the water is warmed, and 
rises, giving a current of air which 
will occasionally save a crop. The 
slope and character of the land should 
be such as to ripen the fruit early, 
as the price drops very materially 
when the New York or western 
grapes come into the market, mak- 
ing it difficult to dispose of our crop 
at a profit.” 

Mr. Farrar goes on to describe the 
soils necessary for grape growing, 
the proper fertilizers and the varie- 
ties. which should be grown, with 
descriptions taken from the publica- 
tions of the New York Agricultural 
Experiment Station, He also treats 
the planting and pruning of the 
vines, including summer pruning, and 
gives direction for girdling, thinning 
the fruit and spraying and marketing.
